Cancelled check from 
Oklahoma or Texas? 

"Actually," Ms. Wyatt con- 
tinued. "We're looking for 
cancelled checks that might 
be floating in the air or 
scrunched up on the ground." 

I was more than a little 
confused and disappointed 
until Ms. Wyatt explained 
why she was so interested іп 
bank notes from Oklahoma. 
It i$ part'of what's"being 
called the Tornado Debris 
Project. 5 

"What we're trying to.do in 
the Tornado Debris Project is 
to determine how far debris 
can be transported in a tor- 
nado," Ms. Wyatt told me. 
"Debris" like legal docu- 
ments, envelopes, invoices 
and cancelled checks. The 
group is especially interested 
in any document that con- 
tains an address. 

"The goal of our project is 
to locate some traceable 
debris,"’Ms. Wyatt said.

"Once we find that debris and 
trace it back to its source, it 
can tell us a lot about torna- 
does and severe thunder- 
storms.” 

This is the second year Ms. 
Wyatt and her colleagues 
have been looking for debris. 
Last year, despite a relatively 
quiet storm season in Okla- 
homa and Texas, the group 
was successful with two tor- 
nadoes. 

"А relatively weak tornado 
developed near Tuskahoma, 
Okla. on April 25, of last 
year," Ms. Wyatt said. "The 
tornado destróyed a storage 
shed full of all sorts of docu- 
ments." Ms. Wyatt said docu- 
ments from that shed were 
found in Fort Smith, Ark. 
That's about 70 miles away! 

The next day two tornadoes 
hit thé'Gainesville; Texas 
area. Ms. Wyatt said the pub- 
lic responded with six reports 
of debris. "Four of the debris 
items were traced to a ranch · 
about 4 miles from the site of 
the tornado." Ms. Wyatt said. 
"But, the other two debris 
items were found much fur- 
ther away." 

A title deed from the sale of 
property was detected 40 
miles away while a cancelled 
check was discovered in Cas- 
so, Okla., nearly 60 miles . 
from the source. Ms. Wyatt 
was amazed. 

"If a weak tornado can 
transport a bank note70 
miles-from its source what 
will a larger, more powerful 
tornado do?", she asked. 
That's what the Tornado 
Debris Project hopes to find 
out in the coming months,

plex will offer its residents. 

According to Robert Walker, 
of Glade's Glen, numerous 
names were submitted in hopes 
of replacing ‘Palm Glades’. He 
said along with John Corbett, 
chief executive officer of the com- 
plex, he and the office staff 
renamed the complex in an 
effort to implement the holistic 
concept of living. 

Mr. Walker said the complex 


Experimental animals 
to be recaptured soon 


experiment being conduct- 
ed in the Osceola National 
Forest/Okeefenoke Swamp vicini- 
ty to determine the feasibility of 
reintroducing Florida panthers 
there, or in other areas od their 
former range, will end soon. In 
June, researchers plan to recap- 
ture thé experimental animals 
still in the area and evaluate the 
data they've gathered during the 
three-year study. 

The seven cougars currently 
romaing the area include five from 
the wild in western Texas, one 
from the Gilman Paper Co.'s cap- 
tive breeding facililty and one kit- 
ten born during the experimemt. 
The cats scattered widely after 
their release. Three adult females 
and the female kitten are in 
Columbia County, The others — 
all males — are maintaining terri- 
tories in south Georgia. One of the 
males roams south of Cairo and 
Thomasville; one is northeast of 
Valdosta; and, the other one is 
west of Waycross. 

The decision on whether to 
reintroduce Florida panthers into 
north Florida, or other areas of 
their historis range, will be based 
оп biological considerations, public 
support and local acceptance of 
their reintroduction. 

"Currently, the only popula- 
tion of Florida panthers is in 
south Florida," said Tom Logan, 
head of wildlife research for the 
Game and Fresh Water Fish 
Commission. “That leaves this 
animal highly vulnerable to the 
threat of extinction. А major 
storm, a highky contagious dis- 
ense or some other catastrophe 
could wipe out the whole popula- 
tion." 

Walt McCown, a wildlife biolo- 
gist working on the. cougar 
experiemtn, said some local resi- 
dents have expressed concerns

thréats to humans, although по 
attacks on humans have occurred 
since the cats were released. 

Dr. Allan Agbert, executive 
director of the commission, sais 
the agency. will not proceed with 
the panther reintroduction pro- 
ject if results of the experiment 
indicate the animals cannot соех- 
ist peacefully with people. 

"There have been very few 
incidents where the cats have 
preyed on livestock and no tangi- 
ble evidence that the cougars 


"have posed a thrent to people," 


Mr. Egbert said. “The commis- 
sion has arranged for reimburse- 
ment for livestock woners who 
lose animals to the cats during 
the experiment.” 

A total of 19 cougars were 
released during the experiment. 
Some of them have ranged as far 
north as Thomson, Ga. and as far 
west as Cairo, Ga. Five of the cats 
have died, and seven others were 
removed when they exhibited 
inappropriate behavior such as 
killing livestock-or failing to 
demonstrate a normal fear of 
humans. 

Researchers agree that the 
only way panthers' distribution 
and numbers can be exoanded in 
the wild through reintroduction. 

In addition to the north 
Florida: cougar experiment, 
researchers will begin releasing 
eight female cougars into the wild 
in south Florida March 30 to 
restore the gene pool in the pan- 
ther population which is suffering 
ill-effects from a century of breed- 
ing.

Field surveys 


High water їп the 
Everglades has been devastat- 
ing for white-tailed deer and 
other upland species, but 
apparently beneficial to the 
endangered sriail kites, accord- 
ing to the latest field surveys. 

The highest count of snail 
kites statewide was recorded 
last fall in Water Conservation 
Area ЗА South in western 
Broward County, according to 
Tim Towles, wildlife biologist 
with the Florida Game & 
Fresh Water Fish Commission 
(СЕС). 

"The annual snail kite sur- 
vey totaled 996'birds found in 
25 different areas throughout. 
the state," said Mr. Towels. 
“This represents a 17 percent 
increase from last year.” This 
is the highest number of kites 
recorded since the survey 
began in 1967. 

The single highest concen- 
tration of snail kites is in 
Water Conservation Area 3A 
South in Broward County 
where 470 kites were counted

Everglades re-opens to public 


Everglades Water Conservation Area ЗА South in western 
Broward County - closed to public access since Sept. 29 
because of high water - recently reopened. 

The decision to open up the 6—-square mile area was 
-based in the fact that water levels had receded enough to 
that human activity won't stress the resident deer herd and 


other upland wildlife. 


Laura Richards, Everglades regional wildlife biologist 
with the Florida Game and Fresh Water Fish Commission 
(СЕС), said, the water levels have réceded and mammals are 
no longer restricted to levees and tree islands. 

Wildlife biologists documented 159 dead deer durign the 
high water period said Ms. Richards. The deer were stranded 
on the remaining high ground, quickly exhausted their for-
